Today is the last day on 
which notices can be tiled. a.s they 
must be filed witliin fifteen days af- 
ter the certificates are awarded, but 
most of the notices were served yes- 
terday. As notices were served on 
ail other candidates on the Demo- 
OBatic ticket several days ago, the 
legislative candidates were beginning ^ 
to rest secure in the belief that their 
election would not be contested, and 
the notices when served yesterday 
eame as a bombshell into their camp. 
The Legislature will be overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic, and under ordi- 
nary conditions the Democrats of 
the Lower House and the Senate 
might be willing to stretch their 
consciences -as they have done be- 
fore- to seat a Democratic candi- 
date. With Haldeman in the race for 
the United States Senate, however, 
and with the Louisville delegation 
heartily pledged to his support, both 
the Bladcbum and Piiynter forces 
are likdy to unite with the Republi 
can members of the two branches of 
the Legislature, and insist that a 
fair hearing of the contest be had. 
With a fair and impartial trial of tht 
contest, no doubt is felt that the Re- 
publican candidates will be seated, 
Haldeman's chief support lies in thf 
Louisville Delegation, and if he loses 
nine of the eleven vote-s from the 
local delegation he is practically 
eliminated from the race." The fail- 
ure of the the Louisville delegatior 
to "stand hitched" it seems has 
brought on a very pretty game of 
politics.

The Cen- 
tral Kentucky turkey cro]) ha.-4 been 
cornered by the .\rmours, and as the 
Rhode l.<land crop fell off from ex- 
pectations, the Chicago people have 
been able to fix the price in the East- 
em markets at thirty cents a pound. 
As about 100,000 turkeys, weigh- 
ing over 800,000 pounds, have 
been shipped and the net cost of 
placing the gobblers in the Eastern 
market is twenty cents, the Armours 
have netted about $80,000 on the 
leal. 

The corner was arranged through 
an agreement with the Kentucky 
Dres.soil Poultry Association to buy 
all the turkey.s up tu a million pounds 
the association could furnish. Lex- 
ington, Bagdad. Maysville, Rich- 
mond, Carlisle, Flemingsburg, Dan- 
ville and Winchester are the centers 
of turkey raising, and most of the 
birds have been killed and shipped 
at those places. The farmers are 
paid from eleven to twelve and a 
half cents a pound.

Great Tigars Hud That Human Be- 
ings Are Far Easier to Kill and 
Better to Palate. 

The "man eater" is the jungle 
nightmare of India, and numer 
s are the theories to account for 
its abnormal appetite.

has found game too difficult to 
bring down, or a sickly tiger which 
has resorted to man killing in its 
weakness as the easier ipethod. 
says Outing. The consensus of 
opinion among experienced hunt- 
ers and observers is, however, 
that a man ead i is an ex. attic 
killer which in conlli*'! witli herd 
erg, who are often ([uile tirave in 
defense of their cattle, has dis 
covered how uuicii less work it is 
to kill a man than cattle, for the 
cattle killer is usually fat and 
lazy. Nothing has been found, so 
far as I bare discovered, to sug- 
gest appetite for human flesh as 
the impelling motive, or that man 
eaters reject all flesh not human, 
or that the cubs of a man-eating 
tigress inherit the man-killing 
propensity. Rather it is a case of 
contempt for man bred of fa- 
miliarity, and more often the lust 
lays hold of the li;,'rfss, very like 
ly because in foraging for her 
cubs (as she does until they begin 
to hunt for themselves at seven 
months), and in their defense, she 
has come more frequently in con- 
tact with nuui; or it may be be- 
cause the female is more numer 
ouB than the male, or because by 
natare the slyer aiid more vicious. 
Certainly she is a fiend incarnate, 
when every second year she gives 
birth to cubs, usually two, which 
not move about with her until 
six weeks old; and no doubt her 
lisposition is not improved by the 
necessity of comcaiing the young- 
sters from til.' tiner, who else 
onki devour tln in.
